There  were  47  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  53  the  previA 
year,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.00  compared  with  12.56  in  1957.  Of 
these  deaths,  43  occurred  in  persons  aged  60  years  and  over. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  compared  with  1 the 
previous  year. 


There  were  no  deaths  due  to  influenza  compared  with  1 in  1957,  but 
3 deaths  were  due  to  pneumonia  compared  with  Nil  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  any  other  infectious  diseases. 

Deaths  from  cancer  totalled  7 compared  with  11  the  previous  year. 
Of  these,  2 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Deaths  from  vascular  lesions,  lesions  of  the  heart  and  lesions  of  the 
circulatory  system  totalled  27  compared  with  31  the  previous  year. 
Of  these,  5 were  due  to  coronary  disease  compared  with  10  in  1957. 

There  was  1 suicidal  death  compared  with  Nil  in  1957. 

One  death  was  due  to  other  accidents. 

One  death  occurred  in  a person  aged  89  years  who  died  of  shock 
due  to  a fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  femur  whilst  attempting  to  walk 
in  a hospital  ward. 

Accidents  in  the  Home 

During  November,  a National  “Guard  that  Fire  Campaign”  was  held 
and  in  Denbighshire,  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  home  generally 
were  brought  into  the  Campaign.  As  it  was  impossilbe  to  have  an 
exhibition  in  each  area,  it  was  decided  to  hold  one  at  Denbigh  to  cover 
the  Western  No.  2 Area.  Pamphlets  were  distributed  through  the 
Women’s  Institutes,  schools,  clinics,  etc.,  and  posters  were  displayed. 
Talks  on  the  subject  were  given  at  various  centres.  A.  competition  was 
held  for  the  children  who  were  asked  to  spot  defects  in  a “Careless 
Cottage.”  The  Press  very  kindly  published  this  picture  and  thanks  are  due 
to  them,  to  the  Ironmongers  in  the  district  who  so  kindly  gave  the 
prizes  and  to  the  various  business  premises  for  displaying  posters,  fire- 
guards, etc. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  general  public  will  realise  that  accidents  in  the 
home  can  be  prevented. 
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0U-Births 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  Nil  eompared  with  21.74  the  previous  year 
and  21.6  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  still  births  during  the 
year  eompared  with  3 in  1957. 

Infaiit  Deaths 

The  Infant  Death  Rate  was  Nil,  the  same  as  in  1957,  and  compared 
with  22.5  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  the  age  of  1 year  in  the  Borough  during  1958,  the  same  as  in  1957. 

Maternal  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  1958  giving  a Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  of  Nil  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  compared  with 
0.86  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  cases  (including  tuberculosis)  notified  during 
the  year  was  12  compared  with  42  cases  notified  during  the  previous 
year.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  only  two  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  34  cases  in  1957. 

No  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  three 
cases  the  previous  year. 

Five  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  compared  with  one  case  in 
1957.  These  cases  occurred  in  persons  aged  45  years  and  over. 

The  one  case  of  erysipelas  occurred  in  a person  aged  76  years. 

One  case  of  enteritis  was  notified,  but  no  organisms  were  found  on 
bacteriological  examination  and  the  case  was  not  one  of  food  poisoning. 

The  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred  in  hospital. 

Two  cases  of  mumps  were  notified  by  the  Head  Teacher  of  a school 
in  the  Borough. 

Four  cases  of  tuberculosis  (2  pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary)  were 
notified  compared  with  4 cases  in  1957. 
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^ Two  Ollier  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  register,  the  patients 
Tiaving  come  to  reside  in  the  Borough. 

Six  cases  of  tuberculosis  (4  pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary)  were 
removed  from  the  register  during  the  period,  one  having  left  the  area, 
4 recovered  and  one  died,  but  tuberculosis  was  not  the  primary  cause 
of  death. 

Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year 
and  two  cases  were  discharged.

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

Injections  are  still  given  in  the  combined  form  to  immunise  children 
against  these  two  diseases.  The  injections  are  given  (three  at  monthly 
intervals)  from  the  age  of  3 months.  Booster  injections  against 
diphtheria  are  given  when  a child  commences  school  and  again  when 
he  is  aged  about  10  years. 

It  is  still  most  important  that  all  children  should  be  im^munised 
against  diphtheria  if  this  dreaded  disease  is  not  to  return.  In  Wales  in 
1948.  there  were  190  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  with  7 deaths  and  in 
1957,  there  were  only  27  cases  notified  with  only  1 death. 

There  are  also  fewer  notifications  of  whooping  cough  and  this  disease 
appears  to  be  much  more  mild.

Poliomyelitis 

Everyone  aged  from  6 months  to  25  years  of  age,  expectant  mothers, 
ambulance  staff,  nurses,  etc.  can  now  be  vaccinated  against  polio- 
myelitis. From  the  beginning  of  1959,  the  special  group,  i.e.  persons  not 
attending  school,  will  be  able  to  attend  at  special  evening  sessions 
arranged  at  various  centres  according  to  the  demand.  The  times  of  these 
clinics  will  be  advertised  in  the  Press  and  it  is  up  to  the  individual  person 
to  attend.  It  is  hoped  that  persons  in  this  age  group  will  take  advantage 
of  this  as  the  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  are  giving  up  their 
free  time  to  stay  on  at  the  clinics.  Consent  cards  may  be  obtained  from 
the  clinics,  general  practitioners,  the  County  Medical  Officer  or  the 
District  Medical  Officer.  All  persons  under  21  years  of  age  will  need 
their  parent’s  consent  in  writing  before  the  injections  can  be  given.

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I^Tuberculosis 

No  B.C.G.  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  schools  during  the  year. 

A Semi-Static  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited  the 
Borough  once  every  three  weeks  during  the  year.  This  was  stationed 
at  the  Ambulance  Hall.  Ruthin,  on  Fridays  from  10.30  a.m.  to  12  noon 
and  from  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  arrange  an  evening 
session,  but  consideration  is  being  given  to  changing  the  day  of  the 
visit  so  that  it  may  be  possible  to  have  this. 

The  attendances  at  the  Unit  during  the  year  could  have  been  much 
better,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  following  attendance  figures.  There  is 
no  significant  risk  of  radiation  hazards  involved  through  having  the 
chest  X-rayed  by  an  Unit  of  this  Service,  and  the  use  of  the  Service  does 
enable  certain  diseases  to  be  diagnosed  in  their  early  stages,  and  early 


treatment  is  naturally  followed  by  an  early  cure.

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Care  of  the  Aged 

Several  visits  were  paid  to  aged  persons  requiring  care  and  attention. 
Often  these  old  people  were  brought  to  our  notice,  and  in  many  instances 
the  conditions  were  bad  due  to  the  fact  that  those  concerned  were 
physically  or  mentally  handicapped  and  were  unable  to  look  after 
themselves.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  District 
Nurses  a great  deal  has  been  done  to  help  these  people.  Often,  after 
the  house  had  been  cleaned  by  a home  help,  the  home  was  more  com- 
fortable and  it  was  possible  for  the  aged  to  remain  in  their  own  home. 

In  some  instances,  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act.  1948,  would  have  had  to  be  taken,  but  the  person  concerned  went 
to  a Home  voluntarily. 

Sewers  and  Sewage 

Conditions  on  the  sewage  farm  during  the  year  were  unaltered,  and 
there  is  an  urgent  need  for  a new  Disposal  Works.  Sections  of  sewers 
from  Park  Road  Bridge  to  the  sewage  farm  were  scraped  and  cleaned 
during  the  year. 

Water  Supply 

Supplies  from  Plas  y Nant  and  the  borehole  have  been  very  satis- 
factory during  the  year.  The  stream  below  Plas  y Nant  is  still  diverted 
and  until  there  is  an  improvement  in  the  method  of  sedimentation  and 
filtration  supplies  cannot  be  drawn  from  this  source. 

The  Council  is  considering  improvements  to  both  sedimentation  and 
filtration  plants,  but  until  the  county  policy  of  a new  Water  Board  is 
more  clearly  defined  it  is  not  possible  to  finalise  their  plans. 

Complaints  as  to  the  hardness  of  the  borehole  supply  have  been 
received,  and  the  Council  has  under  consideration  the  installation  of  a 
Water  Softening  Plant. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  samples 
were  satisfactory  (Ministry  of  Health  Classification — Class  1). 

Housing 

No  Council  Houses  were  built  during  the  year,  but  contracts  were 
let  for  the  erection  of  12  flats  for  aged  persons  on  the  site  at  Haulfryn. 
and  Rhos  Street. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  erected  there  will  be  a movement  of  elderly 
couples  now  occupying  2 or  3 bedroom  Council  Houses  to  the  new  flats.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  at  Conway,  and  samples  of  water, 
milk  and  ice-cream  are  sent  there  for  bacteriological  examination.  Other 
types  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  also  carried  out  there  to  aid 
in  the  diagnosis  of  illness,  e.g.  food  poisoning,  scarlet  fever,  meningitis, 
etc. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
at  Wrexham,  but  Denbigh.  Llanrwst  and  Llangernyw  ambulances  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station  at  Colwyn  Bay. 

There  are  five  ambulance  stations  in  the  Western  No.  2 Health  Area 
situated  at  Denbigh.  Ruthin.  Llanrwst.  Llangernyw  and  Cerrig-y- 
Druidion,  with  one  ambulance  at  each  station.  Three  stations,  i.e. 
Ruthin.  Llanrwst  and  Cerrig-y-Druidion  are  manned  by  voluntary  per- 
sonnel, but  at  Denbigh  and  Llangernyw,  full  time  drivers  are  employed. 
To  supplement  the  ambulances,  use  is  made  of  voluntary  drivers  of  the 
W.V.S.  Hospital  Car  Service  and  local  taxi  proprietors  for  the  convey- 
ance of  sitting  cases.  Ambulances  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases 
are  sent  from  the  hospitals  concerned  at  Wrexham  and  Colwyn  Bay.

This  service  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  at  Wrexham. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics 

These  clinics  are  held  at  hospitals  in  Llandudno,  Wrexham,  Chester, 
Bangor  and  St.  Asaph. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics 

Patients  attend  either  at  the  Chest  Clinic  held  at  the  Denbigh  Infirm- 
ary every  Wednesday  morning,  at  the  Chest  Clinic  held  at  Grosvenor 
Road,  Wrexham,  by  appointment,  or  at  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital, 
Rhyl. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics 

A clinic  is  held  at  the  Clinic.  Middle  Lane.  Denbigh,  on  the  first  and 
th.rd  Wednesday  mornings  in  each  month,  with  Surgeons  from  the 
Gobowen  Orihopaedic  Hospital  attending  once  every  three  months. 

Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  hospitals  in  Rhyl  and  Wrexham. 
Ante-iWatCii  Clinics 

There  is  no  Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  at  Ruthin,  but  cases  may  be 
referred  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor  to  the  Local  Authority’s  Consultant 
Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Clinic,  Middle  Lane,  Denbigh,  on  akcrnalc 
Friday  mornings  and  at  Wrexham  on  Wednesdays.
